Highway Progress in Georgia 


The Gholston-Talmadge Highway re- 
organization law which went into effect 
July 1 was designed to provide a long- 
term highway building and maintenance 
program in Georgia. 


It was a compromise between the re- 
ta plans of Sen. Knox Gholston of 
omer for a statutory highway board 
elected by the General Assembly and 
Governor Talmadge’s proposal for a 
constitutional board appointed by the 
Governor with approval of the Senate. 
Other differences were that the Gholston 
plan would have allocated all secondary 
road funds under an iron-clad formula. 
Gov. Talmadge wanted te allocate only 
80 percent of the funds by law, leaving 
the remainder as an emergency fund and 
- be used according to judgment of the 
ard. 


The Talmadge forces did not have the 
strength to push through the constitu- 
tional board, which we would have pre- 
ferred. A compromise was effected and 
a statutory board resulted. 

As we pointed out at the time, a statu- 
tory board, which can be changed at the 
will of any succeeding legislature, is not 
the final answer to Georgia’s highway 
needs. We also observed that with the 
Governor dominating the legislature little 
would be gained by insisting upon elec- 
tion by the General Assembly. That this 
proved true was evidenced by the fact 
that legislators, immediately after voting 
for the present board, failed to recognize 
the names of some of those they had just 
placed in office.

A Good Omen 


For Georgia Ports 


The employment of Henry W. Sweet as 
General Manager of the Georgia Ports 
Authority is a good omen for full devel- 
opment of the State’s port facilities. 

Mr. Sweet formerly was director of the 
Alabama State Docks at Mobile but was 
removed from office by Gov. Folsom for 
political reasons. He is recognized,as an 
expert on ports administration and his 
coming to Georgia ought to be the signal 
for full speed ahead in development of our 


ports. 

The Savannah port was given a tre- 
mendous lift with the purchase two years 
ago of the Savannah Quartermaster Depot 
facilities at a bargain price of $808,100. 
The property is conservatively valued at 
$5,000,000. The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation has granted, subject to ap- 
proval by Georgia courts, a loan of $4,500,- 
000 for further development. 

Georgia got off to a late start in estab- 
lishing facilities which will enable it to 
compete with the ports at Charleston, Mo- 
bile and other Southeastern points. More- 
over, even with the RFC lon, facilities at 
Savannah will in many respects still be far 
behind. Despite the trend of shipping 
away from New York harbor, a trend that 
has become more and more pronounced in 
recent years, it is going to require a tre- 
mendous selling job if the port is to attain 
its share of business. 

It is good to know that D. Leon Wil- 
liams, who has served as Acting Director 
for the past year, will remain with the 
Ports Authority as Assistant Manager in 
charge of business development with of- 
fices in Atlanta. Mr. Williams has done 
a workmanlike job under uncertain cir- 
cumstances. 

Under Mr. Sweet’s direction the Port 
of Mobile became one of the outstanding 
ports of the nation. We can expect the 


development is being shaped up by the 
resent board which will, to say the least, 

a great improvement over what has 
gone before. Chairman Jim Gillis reports 
an actual beginning will be delayed six 
months awaiting results of a survey de- 
termining the needs of the various coun- 
ties. If that seems to be an intolerable 
time, let it be recalled that the last similar 
highway survey required two years. 

What is hopeful about the program is 
that Mr. Gillis, an able, conscientious 
official, appears determined to _ give 
Georgia a dollar’s worth of highways and 
highway maintenance for each tax dollar. 
Construction pending inauguration of the 
long-term program is being gauged so as 
to be integrated into the overall plan. 
The Highway Department now is doing 
an excellent job of maintenance and 
building. ' 

We do not pretend to believe that 
politics has been, or will be, eliminated 
from roads. The Governor still wields too 
great an influence over the department. 
Those are factors that can hardly be elimi- 
nated. It is doubtful that even a consti- 
tutional board would do so completely. 

The greatest danger to a working high- 
way program is that a future legislature 
may decide, under the pretext of improve- 
ment, to upset the present plan. A consti- 
tutional board would obviate that risk. 

The present board has made a promis- 
ing start. There is reason to believe it 
will do an excellent job. And if perchance 
there should be laxity, Sen. Gholston has 
established himself as a “watchdog com- 
mittee” of one to see that every provision 
of the law is carried out faithfully.

President Truman’s request to Con- 
gress for $260,000,000 to push development 
of atomic bombs and speed experiments 
on the hydrogen bomb will be greeted in 
Moscow with loud shouts of “United 
States warmongering.” 

That is to be expected. 

Russia follows the pattern laid down 
by Hitler in proclaiming devotion to 
peace, but moving all the while toward 
aggressive war. 

The Soviets’ admitted military budget 
for the year is $19,000,000,000 at the official 
rate of exchange. 

But that is only part of the story. 
Also like Hitler, Moscow does not reveal 
its military spending. It is hidden in a 
dozen different departments. Hitler long 
kept hidden a $20,000,000,000 bonded debt, 
proceeds from which were used to finance 
military preparations. 

Russia has approximately 15,000,000 
slave laborers, nearly gall of whom are 
working on one phase or another of war 
preparations. That is one-fourth the en- 
tire working force of the United States. 
They get no pay. Their food is just above 
starvation level. The expense of keeping 
them working in fantastically low. 

Under the heading of “heavy in- 
dustry,” “four-year economy plans” and 
“development projects,” Russia also hides 
an unknown amount of military spending. 

The rulers in a totalitarian country do 
not account for the funds spent. 

Russia has, presumably, the atomic 
bomb. How much did she spend on its 
development?

Americans Will 
Only Take So Much 


WASHINGTON—While none of our top offi- 
cials believe that the Russians will accept the 
challenge we have laid down by intervening 

against the Communist invasion of South Korea, there is a growing 
suspicion among many that Moscow may be playing another game, 
pen Ma war, by which they hope to weaken us for some future 
attack. 


Series of Crises Rather than engage in an open war 

with us, the men of the Kremlin, it is 
thought, may he out to sap our strength as far as possible by con- 
fronting us with a series of similar crises from time to time that 
will force a continuation of our heavy military outlays. The next 
step in such a move, for example, might come with trouble in 
Iran, where the Russians are casting covetous eyes on that coun- 
try’s oil reserves. 


Moscow seems determined to confront us with some new crisis 
every so often as a means of preventing us from returning to any- 
thing approaching a normal governmental budget. Greece, Turkey, 
Iran and the Berlin airlift are examples of the hot spots we have 
passed over since the Potsdam conference. 


Now come the Korean developments, with the subsidiary ex- 
pansion of our Far Eastern policy to protect Formosa as the last 
remaining foothold of the Chinese Nationalist regime. If we are 
to be subjected to a repetition of crises of the kind we will never 
get back to any semblance of the normal conditions as we knew 
them before the war. 

The Russians are evidently proceeding on the idea that we 
cannot continue to carry on under heavy budgets of this scope in- 
definitely. Ever since the end of the war they have been looking 
forward to the great depression which they have been predicting for 
the United States. If the scheme attributed to them is correct, 
their program is to do everything, short of war, to bring about 
such a depression. They figure that if they bring about enough 
situations like the one in Greece and Korea they will be con- 
tributing to this end. ‘ 


Under Cover Under the dictatorship that exists in Russia, 

the men of the Kremlin can engage in such 
activities freely, of course. They have no budgetary problems to 
deal with as we do in a democracy. The assistance they lend to 
Communist movements in other countries does not show up on the 
books. For the most part it is under cover. 

The line of propaganda being put out in Moscow over the Ko- 
rean developments indicates strongly that they have a broader 
purpose in mind. They are accusing us of being the aggressors, 
echoing the old Hitler line of shouting the biggest lie to conceal 
their own motives. What happens in the coming months will throw 
more light on the situation. 

In the meantime, if the Russians have a program of the kind 
in execution they had best take stock of American sentiment. We 
are a patient people, but we can stand just so much. Once they 
convince us of what they are about there is danger of an uprising 
of demands that we call for a showdown in the whole sorry busi- 
ness before it goes too far. If we are going to have to fight the 
Russians ultimately, better that we start while we still have the 
advantage in atomic weapons instead of waiting for them to catch 
up with us some five vears hence and weakening us in the process.

WASHINGTON—The Senate’s inquiry into crime (which it opposes) is bring- 


ing back some jittery memories which I had hoped long ago to forget. 
involving blood (other people’s) and arms and legs (my own).

seems to be that the same gangsters who needled my beer 20 years ago in Chicago 
still are in business at the same old stand. Only now their breweries are legal 
and they have branched out into other enterprises such as slot machines, dog 


races, dope, and confidence games on a national] scale. 


Or so said Virgil W. Peterson, the one-time 


G-man, who now is the slim, sharp-nosed director of the Chicago Crime Commission. 


He’s still fighting the gangsters, but some 
of them continue to operate at the same ad- 
dresses they used when I was one of that city’s 
youngest reporters. 


I was the fellow who batted out of the 
office in those days for a quick look at the 
bodies. Mostly these were lying in pools of 
blood, but my editor said finally that he 
was tired of this phrase. He said think up 
some new ways to tell the story that kept 
repeating itself. I became an expert at 
describing murder. 


So Peterson ran off the names that had be- 
come dim and shadowy in my mind—Loud Mouth 
Levine, Frankie Diamond, Joe Fusco, Mops 
Wolpi, Sam Golf Bag Hunt. These and others, 
he said, are carrying on where Al Capone left 
off and now have a working agreement with 
the worthies of Frank Costello in New York. 


In my day the big business was beer. This 
was a greenish fluid, usually with a little straw 
in the bottom of the bottle, which sometimes was 
fortified with raw alcohol and sometimes with 
ether. 

So the boys always were shooting each other; 
eccasionally they’d mow down an innocent by- 
stander. In the course of my business I met a 
good many of them while still alive; I remember 
well a party at which Scarface Al, himself, was 
host. I’m afraid I was thoroughly impressed by 


the fact that I was invited, but you'll have to put 
that down to my youth. 

My favorite hangout was the biggest speak- 
easy in the world. This consisted of the third 
floor of an old loft building on West Madison 
Street, It was big enough for foot races. On 
one side was a long bar; on the other a ham- 
burger stand. 

One Sunday night the town was quiet. I’d 
banged out one small item—we call ’em boxes 
in the trade—about how there hadn’t been a 
single gangster shot in a solid week. And then 
I did another piece about the biggest speakeasy 
there ever was. It was a colorful dispatch, if I 
do say so. Too colorful. 


George, the manager, phoned me the fol- 
lowing day, to report that the boss didn’t 
appreciate the free advertising. He said the 
boss had told him to tell me he was going 
to have my arms and legs broken. This 
was standard punishment at the time for 
those whose offenses deserved less than 
death. 


For weeks I plied my trade in an inefficient 
manner, on account of the jitters. Every time 
a big sedan came near me, I was inclined to run. 
But before any bones of mine were broken, Al 
Capone was carted off to the clink. I doubt if 
anybody appreciated this as much as I did. I’ve 
been opposed to crime ever since. Just like the 
U. S. Senate.

Two-Farm Plan 
Has Its Merits 


FERNANDINA, Fla.—In my long search for 
year-round grazing I often concluded it would 
be a good plan to own a farm in North Georgia 
for Summer grazing and a farm in South Geor- 

gia for Winter grazing. I still think it is a good idea. Basically, 
the difference is the number of days of frost one region has in 
comparison. to another. If you can get 20 to 30 days less frost in 
South Georgia than in North Georgia, it is a distinct advantage. 

Suppose, for example, we moved our cattle from Yellow River 
farm in North Georgia on November 1 to my friend Ferguson’s 
farm on Cumberland Island? The cattle would have finished their 
Summer grazing on Kudzu on our farm, but the Summer grasses 
would still be growing in South Georgia. Dallis, carpet, Bahia, and 
some of the Summer legumes would still be available. Winter 
grasses, such as fescue would be growing vigorously by November 
and if the season was good, the annuals, such as crimson clover, 
would be up and doing. 


There is no doubt that fescue grass or any other 
Less Fescue grass grows faster in mild climates than in cold 
climates. When the weather is below 50 degrees, the growth slows 
down and when the temperature is down to or below freezing, 
it doesn’t grow at all. So, we would need less fescue acreage where 
the Winter climate was milder than where the cold weather really 
bears down, other things being equal. 

On the other hand, there is no doubt the cattle do better in 
Summer in areas where the temperatures are lower and the al- 
titude is higher. Sheep, for example, do better in the mountains 
than anywhere else. Just the change in altitude does this to them, 


or has this effect. 

. Insects are less numerous and less vigorous 
Spe cial Needle in North Georgia. The South Georgia insect 
has a special plunger for working at his pesky trade. 

So, there might be something to the idea of owning two farms. 
Georgia has such a variety of climates it is difficult to know just 
where to live and farm. Each section has its advantages. 

Wouldn’t it be nice to be able to move from one section to 
the others throughout the year?

A Perspective onthe Korean Situation

The war in Korea is the latest move in the Russian struggle to control Asia. 


This struggle, in ° 


varying forms, goes baetk to the last century, and for 60 years Korea has been helpless in the 


changing grip of its more powerful neighbors. 


Towards the end of the 19th century, when Korea 


was in semidependence on the Chinese Empire, Russia became her neighbor through concessions in 


Manchuria. 


But though Russian influence reached Korea, the process of carving up the Chinese 


Empire was halted by the American declaration of the “Open Door” policy towards China; in this 


they were strongly supported by Great Britain. 

Then in 1905, after Japan had inflicted a 
humiliating defeat on Tzarist Russia, Korea came 
under Japanese control, and was formally an- 
nexed in 1910. Russia had to wait 40 years to 
rectify this setback. By the Yalta and Potsdam 
Agreements of 1945, all the Asian territories lost 
in 1905 were restored to Russia. 


Soviet policy in Asia has added to Tzarist 
policy in Lenin’s dogma that London and 
New York will fall on the Yangtse—meaning 
that capitalist societies will collapse of their 
own inertia if cut off from all “colonial” 
territories. 


The other mainspring of Russian policy is 
the intention to insure that no power not under 
Soviet control has invasion bases within reach 
of Russian soil. As Japan is the obvious obstacle 
to attaining this in the East, Soviet policy has 
been to “mask” Japan with a line of Russian- 
held bases. These already include the airfields 
in maritime Siberia, the Kurile Islands and Sak- 
halin. To complete the line, and consolidate her 
hold on the Asian mainland, Korea is essential. 

Since 1945, this general Soviet policy has been 
carried out in Asia almost without a hitch. In 
return for a promise to participate in the war 
against Japan, Russia was promised the island 
bases to the north of Japan, and a foothold in 
Manchuria. 

After the official cessation of hostilities, the 
Russians used two means to advance their own 
influence and expel hostile forces: civil war and 
land reform. 

The United States has had no single co-ordi- 
nated policy with which to meet this planned 
Communist approach. 

The State Department has reflected the strong 
anti-imperialist tradition in American life. The 
open-door policy came to be interpreted as mean- 
ing that no Western Power should have terri- 


display of withdrawing all Russian troops from 
Manchuria (leaving Commynist troops in their 
place), the Soviet shamed America into with- 
drawing all her troops from China and leaving 
the disorganized Kuomintang forces to preserve 
order. Similar tactics were pursued in Korea. 


The split between the diplomatic and defense 
views came into the open after the Nationalist 
Government had been driven off the mainland 
of China. Mr. Acheson’s policy was to avoid 
involvement in the Chinese civil war, dissociate 
America from the corrupt and beaten Kuomin- 
tang, and leave Mao Tse-tung’s government the 
opportunity to avoid sole dependence on Russia. 
The Defense Department would have liked to use 
Formosa as a base for the defense of America 
and the Philippines. 

On January 5, 1950, Mr. Truman decided in 
favor of Acheson, 

Whereas the struggle in China after World 
War II was carried on between Chinese forces, 
in Korea the Russians and Americans faced each 
other across the 38th parallel. This cartogra- 
pher’s term was made into the frontier between 
two civilizations when it was decided that Ameri- 
can troops should receive the surrender of all 
Japanese to the south, Russian troops all those 
to the north, of this invisible dividing line. 

Agreement to reunite Korea under a single 
government failed because the Russians refused

lingeringly of such new shades 
as pale steel, soft Wedgwood, 
delphinium, magnetic and ink 
blue and of another season for 
the orange tones, beginning with 
sunset to persimmon .to deep 
Goya tan (terra cotta).

Age Poll Reveals 
Interesting Angles 


Returns on the age poll proved extremely interesting, 
for they covered every angle of the subject ... whether 
women do or do not mind telling their age, and why. 


Most of the women who said they worry not at all 
about mounting birthdays and don’t even mind telling 


‘their right age (especially if they don’t look it) are mar- 


ried and the non wage-earners. In other words, their let- 
ters gave a picture of security. 


The business women, by and large, also took a philosophical 
view of birthdays, but they emphasized that for obvious reasons it 
is the better part of wisdom not to reveal age, either by telling 
it or looking it. For example... 


“I have never minded telling my age socially, but that is 
probably because everyone tells me I do not look it. In business, 
however, I believe ‘over 21’ is better than the whole truth. If I 
were to be looking for a job, I know my chances of employment 
would be slim if they knew that I am over 45, though I can turn 
out just as much work now as I did 15 years ago.” 

These conclusions were proved correct by other letters. The 
serious note was expressed by middle-aged women who must earn 
a ve but find age an insurmountable barrier to getting a po- 
sition... 

“I can now see why women do not want to reveal their age. 
For health reasons I took a leave of absence and my job was not 
held for me. I am past 50 and because of the age handicap find it 
impossible to get employment. If I had dyed my hair and tried to 
keep very young looking, I would be better off. I never tried to 
hide my age, and see where it got me. I say to all women who have 
to earn their living . .. keep up appearances and stay young as 
long as you can.” 

The most disheartened letter came from an unemployed 
woman who claims that nothing helps overcome the birthday han- 
dicap in the business world... . 

“All the science of prolonging life won’t do a whit of good as 
far as the business woman is concerned. No matter how young and 
healthy she looks, how smart and efficient she may be—all this 
means nothing when a woman comes up against this: ‘Our policy 
is net to employ anyone over 35 years old.’ 

“Wherever I worked I could always pass for 10 years younger 
than I am, and never told my real age until Social Security came 
in (and that is a wonderful blessing to those out of work). Of 
ceurse I had to reveal it then. After my employer knew my real 
age, changes began to take place and now I am out.” 

She writes that although she still doesn’t look her age and her 
recommendations are of the very best, she cannot get a position 
because of the age barrier. 

That letter came from New York City where competition is 
keen and unusual eniphasis is placed on youth. But everywhere 
it is traditional to put too much stress on chronological age. With 
science making it possible to extend our most productive years, 
there is no longer any basis for thinking that workers should be 
shelved at a certain age ... but: our thinking isn’t as young as 
our years. 

A more optimistic view came from an employment agency 


that stated if a woman looks young, has good health, and is thor- 


oughly qualified for the job, these factors will outweigh age with 


a wise employer. . 
Summing it all up... . If nothing else, our age poll has proved 
that vanity is by no means the main reason back of woman’s re- 


luctance to reveal her age.
